A copy of this was given to our Berlin office today 1 "OFFICIAL COIiliUNIQUE" 
fiue to her violation of the Ilutual Non-Aggression Pact between her government 
and. the government of the German a&pire, that is, mobilization of forces on the bor- 
ders of the German Empire, this is a formaly declaired STATE OF WAR between the Ger- 
man Empire, her ally the English Empire, and the country of Russia. The troops of 
both Germany and England have already begun the task of punishing this infamous tra- 
itorous country. 

Helsinky, Finland June 20, 1902 (HELL) 

A Finnish fishing fleet has reported the sighting of a Russian naval task foree 
off the coast of Finland. This task Force was said to have consisteded of one sid.e- 
wheel iron clad, two brigantines, a sloop, and five garbage scows towed by a harbor. , 
tug. The Finnish government has formally protested the firing upon the fishing boais 
by the Russian fleet.

PRESS RELEASES — Spring 1903 

Bombay India Feb, 17, 1903 (COUGH) 

Guru Geeorgee Files played, host today to the annual ambassadors (and heads of 
state) Olympics. Many arrived for their special event. His impotence Sultan Omar 
II entered the broad jump, and brought a bevy of maidens from his harem along to aid 
him. Ambassador Cote entered the pole vault, (he's been practicing by vaulting up 
to the upstairs maid's room), Ambassador Rosmenko entered the wrestling competition, 
something about "all that physical contact", Cabinet member Leo La Cupcake and Ital- 
ian Minister Phoney Morale entered the pie eating contest (for obvious reasons) and 
Envoy Pill Prithurd tried the 100 meter hurdles.

He continued to demand that all of his followers 
continue on a course of complete public abstinence, lifter 2-3 hours of speaking 
the pope bestowed a blessing on his loyal group of followers. About this time some- 
one noticed that the pope had talked too lone, for P.rf.nce Mikul was buried und.er 
about 5 feet of giv^no* His servants hepe to have him "dug out" by next fall. 

Vienna Austria April 1, 1903 

Noted head, of the Austrian Secret Service and Foreign Aid Gatand Service, J» Ed- 
gar Schulehof , held a news conference today after the removal from office of aged, 
director /I'frcd von Butt, Mr, Schulehof was questioned by roving reporter Ryan 
Bibby cf the Spartain Daily Barf. 

"Do you feel, Mr. Schulehof, that this dual post will hinder your performance in 
either service?" 

"No ah don't son — Ah've been workin* with the F.A.G.S. for years now and never 
have ad any problems 'cause of them. As for the A.S.S,, it's always been my special- 
ity! People use'ta call me the "back door man" 'cause of the famous Percy (Peanuts)

II. Y., H.Y. 25 Feb, 1903 (AP) 
Famed Austrian Moralist Sigmund Prude stopped over here on his return journey 
to his home in Vienna, was interviewed regarding reports from there of a spy ring 
being run by another Austrian moralist. Prude stated: "I don't know who this fellow 
Pride is, but I'm certainly happy to learn the minions of our beloved Emperior Frara 
Josef has put an end to his activities!"

Xanadu, Turkey 20 Mar, 1903 (TH) 
His Imperial Majesty Sultan Omar II, the Ominous One, Mirror of Truth, and 
Light of Ahism announced today that he was most pleased, with the Austra-Hungarian 
attitude which promotes solidarity amoung Souther and Eastern European Nations. 
"Even though our fonces supported occupation of Bulgaria by our brother the Czar, 
it is evident that Franz Joseph now recognizes Turkey's rightful position in the 
Balkans and that Austria natural Sphere lies North and West. As the Emperior of 
Austria-Hungary now appearently realizes the Franco-Prussian Menace he may be ass- 
ured of the support and cooperation of Turkey," 

Trieste, Austria 21 Mar, 1903 
At a press conference recently held concerning the future aims of the Aust- 
rain armed, forces, Admiral Fritz von K5rnkrahmer, one of the few survivors of the 
debacle off Bulgaria, was found sitting in a corner, throwing darts at a picture of 
Sultan Omar II, When asked for a statement all we could get from him were two words : 
"Kill Turks, Kill Turks KILL TURKS!!" 

Constantinople, Turkey 1 April, 1903 (UPl) 
The newly appointed General-Admiral of all Turkish Armed Forces, Genghis Cohen 
was seen leaving the Ministry of war today surrounded by a crowd of smiling officers • 
The one eyed. Levantine General's resounding success during the fall-Winter campaign 
has caused, much speculation as to what his next step will be toward re-establishing 
the Turks military possition in the Balkans, 

Berlin, Chermanny h April, 1903 
Hello Again Volks! Once again we pay a visit to the Kaiserhof to look in on 
Willie und. der ICatzen Jammer kids! Now, it's time to go upstairs (puff, puff) to 
see how Willie is getting on (Hans and Fritz are still in free fall).

Berlin, Germany Feb. 16, I903 (GEEP)

good German beer, " he said, (and. plenty of it) and his Imotence Omar II 's moral tur- 
pitude is no prood. of mine." Later he went on, "furthermore, I believe the ASS is 
being infiltrated and preverted by agents of his Impotence Omar II. Recent reports 
of their torture methods certainly sound typical of the Turks, "

Brighton, England 12 Sept I903

It is believed this came 
after some pressue from Berlin, after certain reports of his last mission to the 
United States. "At first they were going to send me to Iceland, but then they found 
out about that night in Vienna, and Boy, did I catch it!" When asked about his 
plans for the future, Herr Cote said, "tfell, it's almost time for the annual Oktober- 
fest (I'm getting an early start) and. I expect If 11 be in Munich for the next 6 mon- 
ths or so and then spend a few months recovering." 

Bonn, Germany March 29, 1903 (GEEP) 

"A turned on Germany" was the theme of Harry Rubin's speech to the League of 
Student Democracy, last night, and he revealed for the first time explicit plans 
for every German to join the ISD movement (and receive the benifits thereof, of 
course), Uhen asked where he intended to get all this d.ope, he replied " Oh, that's 
all been taken care of, I met with several junkies from Farance last October the 
fourth, in Luxembourg, they have lot's of the stuff over there. Our only worry was 
that the ASS might be tailing us, so we has to disguise ourselves, you know they'd 
really like to get their hands on that stuff, ever since Turkey stopped exporting..." 

Heidelberg University, Germany May 12, 1903 (GEEP) 

Harry Rubin revolutionary leader of the ISD movement announced today that 
members of the LSD would protest agaiast the war with England, on every campus in 
Germany, as a show of strength and. to expose the inhuana actions of the Kaiser in 
relation to the general war in Europe. Rubin stated that he would reveal proof that 
would ultimately show that the Kaiser had, in his work "started it all, just so he 
could have a bigger, bloddier, army." 

Berlin, Germany June 13, 1903 (GEEP) 

After a hectic search that lasted over three weeks, German Secret Police Ag- 
ents abducted Harry Rubin and sentenced him to life imprisonment after a short, one 
sided, trial. Agents were later asked what the trouble was in apprehending him, they 
answered, "we just couldn't get him down, he was too high." 

Vienna, Austria May 12, 1903 

Something verry strange happened in beautiful downtown Sienna today. A flying 
saucer landed and out stepped a strange looking fellow with pointed, ears and the 
initials P.N, P. on his tunic. He bore an amazing resemblance to American Envoy Pill 
Prithurd. By now a large crowd, had. gathered and he stepped down from the flying 
saucer and began to make a speech. " I have come to claim this planet in Lensman 
game #569 and. crown myself king," He now started to proceed to do this, but the 
crowd, was becoming increasingly hostile, Amid a hail o t insults, rude remarks, and 
overripe tomatoes, he hastily re-entered the spaceshipand with such ease and pre- 
cision which showed he was obviously practiced at it, he executed that famous amn- .

In the name of the Prophet, blessed be his memory, I, Sultan Soleiman, Defender 
of the faith, Speaker of Islam, Imperial Potentate above all, do mobilize the Arm- 
ed forces of the Empire, the Sword and Shield of Mohammed., and do command that they 
move as planned to strike fear and terror into the hearts of the Enemies of the 
faithful, and to bring hope to our allies, the beloved of Islam. In'shallah!! 

Constantinople April 1, 1901 
Acting under a pre-planned contingency order, the Legion of Islam left its garr- 
ison quarters early today. Under the leadership of Hishasha Pasha, long columns of 
well armed infantry and cavalry moved North and West of Constantinople to an unknown 
destination. 

It is reported that the Turkish fleet sortied in the early dawn hours. Elements 
of the fleet have been reported standing towards the Dardanelles at high speed, be- 
lieved to be bound for an unkown Mediterranean location.

Major elements of the Austro-Hungarian armed forces, in accordance with the 
wishes of the peoples of Serbia, Montenegro, and Albania, have today begun to occupy 
these countries for the purpose of defending them against the threat from the east.

The dauntless German bord.er guards, having tried of consistently losing horse- 
shoe matches to their Russian counterparts, declared "skirmish" yesterday, (They 
said they didn't have enough apple-seeds for their slingshots to declare "war".) 
The fearless Russians gladly accepted, the challenge, and. immediately began enlarg- 
ing their ammunition stocks. They tjaen had, U,391 dead flies, and one very rotten 
hot-air balloon to drop them from. Arrangements were progressing nicely, and fin- 
ally the big day arrived. 

Promptly at 11:00 A.M. (both sided wanted to sleep late), the Russian baloon ca- 
me floating over the massed German troops— all two of them. Exactly 2,195 flies 
were dropped, and one half the apple seeds wree thrown. Casualties included one 
German, who stepped on a fly and got a smudge on the botton of his boot; and also, 
the poor balloon was mildly damaged by the air currents as one seed went by as close 
as 200 yards. 

After a one hour lunch break, action continued. By 2:00 P.M. both sides were 
out of ammunition, but neither side had suffered furthur damage. This elated the 
Germans no end, because for once they had tied instead of lost to the Russians? 

Moscow June, 11, 1903 

Ambassador Farley Pierceon was sent home disgraced from his mission in Geneva 
Switzerland, today. The full details of an "affair" with Sigmund Prude were not 
revealed. Farley plans to stay in the royal service however as chief pucker for 
the Czar. This office is necessary since the Czar often is cross and. needs to be 
lifted out of his mood. The Chief Pucker's duty is to mushingly affix the seal of 
approval to the royal buttocks until the Czar is passified. 

Cambridge, Mass

Vakfikebir, Armenia Septt 1, 1901

French troops are getting restless after being attacked daily by Italian house- 
Hives and beaten by schoolchildren out of their week's pay. Growing unrest promises 
a move by the Frenchman. Where?— Who knows?! The French don't—so how dan anyone 
else? 

Balmoral, England September 17, 1901 
Prime Minister Alfred Lord Duddly was seriously injured in a fall at Balmoral 
this afternoon. (Four play is suspected as the saddle cinch was bitten half way 
through. The royal dentist is now examining all of the German heads of state in 
England.) Lor Duddly lying in his bed of pain was heard, to utter, n Save the Danes, 
Save the Danes!" and then he went into a deep coma.

They, 
after an all night session, made their decision, and sent the North Sea Fleet to 
Denmark to "save the dames."

He explained that in the jump that injured him he saw his 
two great danes leap the fence before him and wanted to be sure they weren't hurt by 
the mishap.

Vienna, Austria September *f» 1901 
A circle of English spys has been discovered and smashed, here in the Austrian 
capital. The Head of the Austrain Intelligence Agency, Count Ernst Anton von Khev 
enstadion, stated that the spy ring had. been headed by Geodfrey Laklopka, whom, it

Violent anti-British demonstrations have rocked Vienna today in a vast show of 
hatred for the English nation. Effigies of the English King, Lork Duddly, and other 
prominent English leaders were either burnt or hung in the gathering places of Vie- 
nna, The English flag was burnt, ripped part by angry crowds, sfiat upon, trampled 
underfoot and degradded in thousands of other ways, thousands of times. Repeated 
attempts were made by a mob of approximately thirty thousands to storm the English 
embassy here, but these were contained to jeering by City Police ordered out by 
the Emperor himself, English visitors in Vienna were hustled away to safety by pol- 
ice shortly after the demonstrations broke out.
